» Uiere is contained in the same nothing 
contrary to the doctrine of our church, 
or to the rules of a Christian life. A 
more correct translation of the New 
‘Testament into German, than that of 
Leander Van Ess, is not to be met 
with in Catholic ‘iterature. The New

From the Second Report of the Swedish* 
Bible Society. 

A Bible Society is formed, and in 
operation, at Skara, for the diocese of 
that name. The Bishop has greatly 
contributed to its prosperity, by a 
most energetic, impressive, and pious 
Address to the inhabitants of every 
rank. Besides the general good aec- 

complished by that Address, an emi- 
nent instance of success deserves to be 
recorded. ‘The pious Rector of the 
Parish of Belletors has been joined by 
all his Parishioners in establishing a 
Bible Association ; and this Associa- 
tion is conducted with a zeal and vig- 
our which have rendered it a blessing 
to surrounding places. 

The Bible Institution at Askersand, 
a small town in the poor province of 
Nerike, has sprung up in a manner too 
remarkable to be “passed over in Si- 
lence. It was set ou foot by one of 
the Lords of the Bed Chamber to the 
King; he is the very soul of it; and 
began by esfablishing a fund for it eut 
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of lis own means, (500 rix dollars, 
banco, together with 100 Bibles, and 
600 Testaments;) for he was aware 
that the inhabitants of that province 
were in general too poor, to hope for 
much by subscriptions. There is a 
sort of energy and influence in this Bi: 
ble Society, which gives it a peculiar 
character. Your Committee have help- 
ed it fo the utmost of their power ;— 
and may the God of all grace bless 
them, and every one, that, with a sin- 
gie eye to his glory, communicates the 
treasures of saivation to his: feilow- 
morfals! 


From the Rev. Robert Pinkerton. St. 
Petersburg, July 26, 1817. 


On the 27:h of Aprii the Moscow 
Bible Society solemnized its Fourth 
Anniversary. The Archbishop Au- 
gustine pronounced an apprepriale 
epeech on the occasion, of whieh the 
fe llowingareextractss Atter pointing 
out the invaluable privileges of those 
wh» enjoy the knowledge of the re- 
vexled will of God, and of the wavy of 
salvation through his Son, the Arch- 
bishop thus proceeds :—* But, alas, 
how mans countries are there stil! in- 
to which the saving tight of the Gospel 
has not yet been shed! ! How many 1a- 
tions still, who five in ignorance, and 
without Christ; aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenant of promise ; having 
no hope, and without God in the 
world!—But, what de I say >~Hew 

many are there, even among those 
who confess the Lord Jesus, whe are 
stil ignorant ef his doctrines! How 
many are still perishing with bun- 
ger for the word of Gee! How ma- 
ny are fainting with thirst, and cannet 
obtain those vaters of life, of which, if 
any one drink, he shall never thirst! 
To satisfy these, is the sole object for 
which Bible Societies have been estab- 
lished. This is the only aim- which 
men, animated by truly Chrisuan love, 
have in view, in striving to dissemin- 
nie and augment the number ef cop- 
ies of the word of God; rot seeking 
thereby to promote any kind of self. 
interest, but solely, the glory of God, 


in the salvation of their neighbours. 
How sacred, how salutary, bow pleas. 
ing to God must this Institution be !— 
And God himse!f hath borne witness 
to this; for he biesseth it in a remark- 
able manner. 

“ With what joy and gratitude do 
foreign tribes, as well as those of our 
own nation, sitting in dar4ness and in 
the shadow of death, and still unen- 
lightened by the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, receive the Book of g lad ti. 
dings, when presented to them in the'r 
awn tongves, by the most benevolent 
Bible Society '__Did I say, receive? 
—No;—they plead for it—they in- 
treat and pray that the word of the 
Lord may be mere and more promal- 
gated among them; that the well- 
springs of Israel may flow into their 
deserts and solrtary places. Aud what 
shall I say of the members of our own 
commuition? Their hotly and heaven- 
ly thirst, and a:dent desire to refresh 
themselves at the sireams of celesiial 
wisdom, the Bible Society, notwith- 
standing all its exertions, is still una- 
ble to quench. © Lord! Thou art 
desirious that all men may be saved, 
and come to the knowledge of the 
truth ; we supplicate thee, thou would 
est, of thine infinite grace, bestow up- 
on usstrength and means so to acquit 
ourselves in thy service, that all who 
hunger for the bread of heaven may be 
sa‘isfied; that those who thirst for the 
waters of life may thirst no more! 

“ Perhaps, there may be persons 
who have taken offence at our Socie- 
ty. Let them alone. The Jews tock 
offence at the Lord Jesus Christ him- 
self. If they be ofiended, it is because 
they desire to be so; but with us the 
harvest is great, and we, who have 
gone out to labour in the field of God, 
will continue till the evening. O most 
merciful God, once, in thy wrath a- 
gainst the pride of the inhabitants of 
the earth, thou wouldest not that they 
should be of one language, and of one 
speech, we supplieate thee, through the 
infinite merits of the humihation of 
thy only begotten Son, who, for our 
salvation, became obedient even unte

In your last year’s Report, (2000 
oples of which have been circuiated

livine origin of the Bible, or of the 
jooks of the Holy Scriptures, in the 
Nd and New Testament; for in the 
‘ible is contained the whole founda- 
ion of Christian faith, spiritual dec- 
rines, heavenly revelations, and rules 
{ Christian piety, which are profita- 
ie for all things, having the promise 
the life which now is, and also of 
that which is to come. 

Tie clergy still continue to show an 
sample to all the other classes of the 
people. They call upon their flocks 
io come forward and take partina 
work, which, from its nature, every 
one has a personel interestin. For 

the word of God is glad-tidings of sal- 
vation sent unto all men; and hence 
itis, thatin ailconditions of life, from 
the meanest to the most exalted, pro- 
moters and protectors of this Institu- 
ion are foun?. 

he 27th of August, 1816, will, for 
ever, remain distinguished tn the an- 
nals of the Moscow Bible Society.— 
During the stay of the Emperor in this 
metropolis at that time, His Imperial 
Majesty was graciously pleased to ex- 
press his great satisfaction at the la- 
hours of this Society, to the Members 
of the Committee, who were p-esent- 
ei to His Majesty in the Kremlin Pal- 
ace, by His Eminence the Vice Pres- 
ident. Copies of the editions of the 
Sacred Writings published at the ex- 
pence of this Society, together with a 
copy of your Reports, were presented 
on this occasion to the Emperor, and 
were gracious'y accepted by His Im- 
perial Majesty, who expressed his 
great satisfaction at the labours and 
progress of the Institution ; and, at the 


same time, was pleased to declare, 
“That 


he considered the estalbiish- 
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ment of Bible Societies in Russia, in 
most parts of Europe, and in other 
quarters of the worid, and the very 
great progress these Institutions bad 
anade in disseminating the word of 
God, not merely among Christiaus, 
but also among Hea hens and “a- 
homedans, as a peculiar display ofthe 
meicy and grace of God te the human 
race; that, on this account, lie had ta- 
ken upon himself the denomination of 
a Member of the Russian Bible Soc:e- 
ty, and would render it every possibie 
assistance, in order that the benefi- 
cent light of revelation might! be shed 
among all the nations subject to his 
scepire.” 

The subscrip‘ions and donations, 
during the year 1816, amount to L1,- 
533 rubles, 63 copecks ; and the sales, 
to 34,600 rubies. ‘The expenditure is 
36,900 rubles. There remains in the 
treasury, 61,815 rubles, 95 copecks. 
The number of copies sold uring the 
vear, in different languages, is 6642. 
The number of copies given away gra- 
tis, 315.—* Such imtinmations of inter- 
nal joy and gratitude frequently ap- 
peared in those who received a Bible, 
gratis, that the most hardened and une - 
believing must have melted down into 
tears at the sight, and been made te 
confess, that no worldly philosophy, 
no maxims of strict morality, could 
ever beget in the heart such gratifying 
sensations as those enjoy, of whom 
the Saviour said,—* Blessed are they 
who do hunger and (thirst after right- 
eousuess for they shall be filed !”

Brethren, re- 
member who hath said, Whoso hath 
this world’s goods, and seeth his broth- 
er have need and shutteth up his bow- 
e!s of compassion from him, how dwell- 
eth the love of God in him? We ask 
again, have you nothing to give to 
to bless the soul of some benighted fel- 
kow creature with the means of salva 
tion? = ‘Think how many little sums 
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are annually expended, to gratify the 
appeiite, or to procure some trifle, that 
migiit very well be spared. A few of 
these items, sequestered by each of 
you, brethren, would furnish a sum 
that would supply thousands ef the 
pertshing heathen with the gospel of 
the grace of God. Bear with us, bee 
leved brethren, while we further ask, 
Does not God require that some should 
make exertions:to send: the Bible to 
the destitute ? And ifseme, why not 
yourselves ? 

Is it nothing to you that hundreds 
of millions have never yet beard the 
name of Jesus? Will you say, with 
Gain, Am I my brother’s keeper 7— 
Are the interests of his soul of any con- 
seqience 40 me, or any business of 
mine? ‘This can never be the lan- 
guage of the Christian. Have the ex- 
ertions of your brethren in Europe and 
America uot yet reached your eis ? 
Have you yet to learn that the present 
is the age of the Bible ; that the spir- 
itual wants of the world begin to be 
seen, and felt by Christians? And 
that, in every corner of the earth, 
where Christianity is known, Bible as- 
sociations ave starting up and rival-- 
ling each other in labors of love r—~ 
Yes, brethren, Ange's, we believe, be- 
hold their efforts with delight; and will 
you be the last to come up to the help 
of the Lord ? 

We might here attempt to set forth 
the importance of the Bible to the 
heathen. We might enumerate some 
of the advantages which, in the pres- 
ent life, must result. to the m from the 
knowledge of the Scriptures. «We 
might point you to the degradation and 
wretehedness from which the Bible 
would raise the miserable dupes.of a 
gloomy and. cruel superstition. We 
might contrast the civilization, the ur- 
banity, the security, the thousand 
nameless cemforts which are enjoyed 
in this blessed land of Bibles, with the 
scenes of horror which every where 

resent themselves to the pained eye 
of the traveller where the Bible is not 
enjoved ; and we might say, This con- 
trast is formed by the Bible! ‘The Bi- 
hle has made us thus to differ. But we 
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are addressing Christians. We are 
addressing inen who believe, and who 
feel, that these considerations are 
lighter than a feather, compared with 
those eterna: realities which the Bible 
discloses, and with the conseyuences 
which must result, on the one hand, 
from ignorance or disregard of its sa- 
cred truths, and on the other, from 
their cordial and practical reception. 
We are addressing those who have 
felt the transforming power of reveal- 
ed truth in their hearts ; who feed on 
that truth, and find it spirit and life to 
their souls. And to you, brethren, we 
wili not address arguments to show the 
importance of the Bible. You fee! its 
importance. You realize its excellen- 
cy. You prize it above the gold of O- 
phir, the precious Onyx, or the Sap- 
phire, Its precepts are a lamp to your 
feet, anda light to your path. Its dec- 
trines, embraced in faith, elevate your 
souls toGod. Its promises afford you 
the richest consoiations, and inspire 
your bosoms with the noblest hopes. 
We will then only entreat you, by the 
value you place on this blessed char- 
ter of your salvation, to come forward 
with your offerings, and: help this So- 
ciety to give it to your poor brethren, 
Help, brethren, help! Help the 
friends of the Bible to send the pre- 
cious boon of Heaven to the ends 
of the earth. Never before was such 
a field opened for the range of benev- 
olence. Never such an opportunity 
to exhibit the spirit of Heaven. ‘The 
American Bible Society will receive 
the surplus revenue of this, and al! oth- 
er auxiliaries, and appropriate the 
same wherever, in any part of the 
globe, there appears a prospect of its 
being most useful. Brethren; vou will 
help ; we are confident you will. The 
abundant harvest with which God bas 
crowned the year, will exeite your 
gratitude, and call forth your liberal- 
ity. It will remind you that you ewe 
this tribute to the Lord. You will pay 
it cheerfully. You will pay it joyful- 
ly. You will pay it wondering that 
you had not before engaged in a cause 
so glorious—and He who possesses the 
treasures of heaven and earth will re- 


ward your liberality a thousand fold. 
The present is a period mos: interest- 
ing to the people of God. The rapid 
diitusion of Divine light, by the instra- 
mentality of Bible and Missienary and 
other religious Societies, evinces that 
the days ef moral darkness are has- 
lening toa close. Already the Star 
of Bethleliem is seen in the East, the 
precursor of that glorious day, when 
the Sun of Righteousness shall shine 


through the earth in the splendor of

Constitution. 

Being deep!y impressed with the 
importance of increasing the number 
of pious and learned Ministers of the 
Gospel, we whose names are wncder- 
written, do hereby fovm ourselves inte 
a Society, for the purpose of aiding in- 
digent Young Men of talents and piety 
in acquuing a cempetert education 
for the Gospel Ministry. 

Ist. ‘This Society siall be denomi- 
nated * The Western Education Sociedy 
of the State of New York.” 

2d. Any person who shal! subscribe 
and anrually pay mo the Treasury 
one dollar or more, shall be a member 
of this Society; and shall be holden 
to make such payment until by writ- 
ten notice to the Treasurer he shall 
have dissolved his connection with the 
society. 

3d. Any persan who shall pay twen- 
ty ‘o'lars or more at one time, shall 
be a menner for tife. 

4ii. A permanent fund shall -be 
formed of bequests, legacies, dowas * 
tios, gran s and subscriptions, thus 
appropriated by the doners, and form 
a portion of the annua! receipts to be 
determined from time to time by the 
Directors. :

The President 
and Vice Presi ents, Conesponding 
Secretary, Treasure:, RecovdingClerk 
avd Audior, shall be Directors ex uffi- 
cio. Aud any person, who shail pay 
fifty dollars at one time, shall bea Di- 
rector for life. A qoorum for busi- 
ness siin!' consist of five of the Direc. 
tors ected at.the annual meeting. 

7th. It shall be the duty of the Di- 
rectors to supermicnod the nanage- 
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ment of the funds and other property 
of ile Society, and to effect to the ut- 
most of their power the enlargement 
of the same—And by themselves and 
their agents to solicit aid to the Socie- 
ty, and to examine and approve of 
candidates for the benefit of this char- 
ity, and to appropriate monies for the 
support of the candidates approved of 
—and to make an annual report of 
their proceedings, to the Society. 

Sth. No candidate for the charity 
shall be approved unless he produce 
satisfactory evilence of prety, talents 
and indigence, nor unless he shall pro- 
fess a determination to be a preacher 
of the Gospel; ner shall any person 
continue to receive aid from this Soci- 
ety, after he has ceased to give the ev- 
idence, er to make the prefession a- 
foresaid. 

9th. And no person shall receive 
aid from the funds of the Society until 
he shall enter into a written engage- 
ment, to refund the money he shall 
so receive with interest, in a reasona- 
ble time, (if required by the Direct- 
ors,) provided he shall not become a 
preacher of the Gospel.

17th. This Constitution may be al- 
tered or amended, by the votes of two 
thirds of the members present at the 
annual meeting. But the fands ofthe 
Society shall never be diverted from 
the education of pious indigent youth 
for the ministry: And no proposition 
shia!l be received by the Society for the 
ainendinent of the constitution, except 
the same be recommended by a ma- 
jority of the Directors elected at the 
annual meeting

T cannot conclude this narrative 
without mentioning one instance more. 
ki sofa British soldier, who served 
unter Lord Wellington in Spaia, Por- 
tugal and France. At the covclusion 
of the war in Europe, he was sent to 
Canada; and was ia the battle of 
Paitsburgh. He theu deserted, and 
came into Vermont. He came into 
Fiurhaven some time previous to the 
awakening, and lived ina family about 
two miles from the village. When he 
first heard about the awakening, he 
was so profoundly ignorant ef any 
such thing, that he thought it was some 
great feast ; but durst not expose his 
ignorance so muchas to inguire. As 
the attention increased, the family 
where he lived began to atteud the con- 
ferences, and he went with them. His 
mind was soon called upto the con- 
cerns of eternity. He laid aside his 
profanity and excessive drinking, to 
which he had long been accustomed, 
and gave his mind whol! vy to the things 
of religion. As he atiended to the 
subject his anxiety increased. But 
while he was in a measure Ac apeeen 
of sin, of his entire depravity, lost sta 
by nature, and the certainty, of aie 
nal misery without repentance, his 
heart seemed to stand out against the 
,Strivings of the Spirit, and refuse sub- 
mission, for a long time. He at length 
became discouraged, and formed the 
resoiution in his own mind, to give it 
all up, and have nothing more to do 
with the things of eternity. He went 
iminediately to the tavern, with some 
of his comrades, and drank, he said, 
mere than he bad before for many 


mouths. In this way, he was deter- 
inined to drown, if possibie, all seriows 
impressions and tnoughts. By this 
time, the minds of the fainily were ve- 
ry deeply impressed,and some of them, 
I think, had obtained hopes. The 
man’s wife only was a professor be- 
fore. Soon after, a doctor, who was 
a subject of the work, and some others, 
were at the house, conversing upon 
the things of religion ; and they sent 
out to have lim come tn,that he mig it 
a!so recetve some of the benefit of tre 
conversation. But he refused, resolv- 

ing toavoid every thing that was cal- 
culated to bring the subject of religion 
into mind. When they were about io 
stparate, they propysed to have a 
praver; and sent out again to have 
himcomein. Bat he sall refused.— 
The doctor, in returning home, went 
near where he was at work; called 
and conversed with him; and urged 
it upon hin to attend to the concerus 
ofhts soul. At first he entirely refus- 
ed to give any heed to what was said 
tohim. But as the docior persevered 
in setting forth to him the importance 
of tnakiag his peace with God, | he fi- 
nally concluded that he would at- 
tend to the sudject, and madea pro- 
mise to the doctor to thiseifeet. Avid 
he did not forget hs promise. In a 

day or two after, he was threshing in 
the barn, and being desirous of con- 
pany, a neighbour agreed to come and 
thresh with him ia the afternoon, pro- 
vided it co vee d to storm so that he 
could uot work out. The time arrived 
whea he expected him; but the wind 
blew up from the west and seemed to 
promise fair weather; and this, he 
concluded, was the reason of his fail- 
ure. He was atonce angry, and sail, 
before he thought, “ Damn the wind.” 
At which expression, though always 
addicted to such language, he was i.n- 
mediately shocked in such a manner, 
that he almost fell to the floor. He 
sat down, and was not able to stand 
for some time. [He said he never re- 
ceived such a violent shock before in 
all his life. The thunders of war, the 
fail of thousands at his side, the sirieks 
of the wounded, the groans of the dy- 
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ing, and the prospect of instant death 
in the field of battle, never struck him 
with halfthe horror. From that line 
he began to see clearly the plague of 
his own heart, and his awful rebellion 
against the King of heaven. He made 
no more aitenpis to stifle his convic- 
tion; but earnestly enquized what he 
should do to be saved. 
fn a short time after, at a confer- 
ence meeting in the neighbourhood, he 
says, as he sat listening to the conver- 
sation, and musing upon his situation, 
bemoaning his fate, cousidering him 
se'f ost and undone for ever, on ac- 
count of his sins; all of a sudden light 
seemed to break in upon his mind, and 
love to God and men (to use his own 
expression) thriiled through his heart, 
which dispelled his darkness, banishe d 
his fears, and filled him with unspeak- 
abie delight. Ile was so full that he 
could scarcely contain himself; and 
f-lt that he must then rise. proclaim 
the goodness and mercy of God, and 
call upon the assembly to praise him: 
bu! thought it would net do for s. ch an 
ignorant, wicked creature as he, to say 
a word before such an asse mbly. He 
found, however, that he could not sup- 
press his feelings, and avoid breaking 


out in expressions of praise to God, if 


he tarried there, he arose and left the 
house. He went away by himself, and 
gave full vent to his feeligns, pouring 
out fiis soul before God. The next 
conference was on Sabbath evening, 
in the meeting house. He attended, 
and could no longer refrain from de- 

claring what God had done for bis 
soul, and giving his testimony to the 
excellency of that religion which had 
fired his heart with love to God and 
men. His tongue was loosed to speak 
with the eloquen ce of anorator. And 
while his soul seemed to flow forth in 
raptures of love, joy, and praise, he 
expressed that deep humility, repent- 
ance for sin, and sense of unworthi- 
ness, that was strikingly convicting to 


all, that it was the fruit of the Spirit of 


God which opened bis mouth and gave 
himuterance. With no relation that 
had been given in publicswere the peo- 
ple of God move sui piisingiy animat- 
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ed, and the wicked more sensibly 
struck withamazement. Losce him, 
who bat a short time before, was a 
profs ywne drunkard, thoughtless of God, 
and fear ess of man, whe wasextreine- | 
ly ignorant, aud never accusiomed to 
S. eak before an fassem FE, rise, and 
displ: iy such eloquence tn the ¢ cause ry 
Ciod, was enough to convince the bo! 

est infid lel of the truth of ee ie 


appeared that none could he: y and 
not acknoweldge the mighty ret he r of 


God, 

He has since united with the chareh; 
audas far as I can iearn, wa!ks in suels 
a munner as to reflect honour upon 
the cause which he has espoused.

‘Phe 
world, however depraved, may see, 
that the power of this holy religion 
upon the heart, breaks up confirmed 
habits of vice, subdues the unruly pas- 
sions,tames the ferocious temper,ciian- 
ges all the affections, and makes the 
carnal man entirely a new creature. 

‘ ‘Pherefore, if'any mau be mn Christ, 
he i isa new creature: old things are 
passed away ; be! old, all things are 
become new.” And who is able te do 
this, but the eternal God himself?

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SUNDAY SCHOOLS IN FREDERICKSBURG, 
VIRGINIA, 

Extract from the last Report, December 
25, ISI7. 

Our Sabbath School commenced in 
June 1816. Previous to this time, the 
mode of catechising commonly pursu- 
ed in the Presbyterian Church, had 
been attemp ed, under very discovra- 
ging circumstances, and with but lit- 
tle effect. Hearing of the good con- 
sequences resulting from Sunday 
Schoois,both in Europe and Ameriea, 
we determined to make the attempt 
in Fredericksburg; and cur success 
has exceeded ouc most sanguine ex- 
pectations. 
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SOS Sunday Schools in Fredericksburg, Va. 


Our schoo! is divided into two de- 
partments. The first includes clil- 
dren and adults learning to spell and 
read: the second includes children 
and youth learning Brown’s, Watis’s, 
and the Assembly’s Catechisms— o- 
gether with select portions of Sciip- 
ture, Psalms, Hymns, &c. 

The instruction of our pupils is un- 
dertaken and conducted by a number 
of teachers of both sexes, who dis- 
charge their duty with a degree of fi- 
delitv, disinteredness and zeal, that 
entitle them to the gratitude of the 
church, and of society in general. 

A considerable number of our pu- 

ils who could noi read at all, and 
some of whom were ignorant of letters 
wien taken under our care—can now 
read the Bible with faciliiy. Mauy 
others are in a progressive state of tm- 
provement, which excites a hope that 
they will soon be able to read for them- 
selves, and their parents, that book 
which makes the simple wise, and guides 
the wanderer to eternal rest. 

In the manners and whole deport- 
ment of many of our poor children,we 
have been highly gratified by an im- 
provement which does equal credit to 
themselves, the institution, and the 
teachers who superintend their con- 
duct. 

Besides the improvement of our pu- 
ils in retigious knowledge,( which was 
our chief design ) we have found many 

other good effects resulting from this 
institution. ‘The rich, the intelligent, 
and benevolent, are made acquainted 
with the character and wants of the 
poor; and in many nistances, a con- 
cern for their welfare has been excit- 
ed which was never felt before. ‘The 
wants of our poor children gave rise 
to the Dorcas Socie'y, which has prov- 
ed so useful in furnishing clothing to 
the destitute among us. We have of- 
ten witnessed with pleasure the exer- 
tions of our teachers to procure eligi- 
ble situations for deserving and needy 
ehildren ; and the comfortable situa- 
tions in which not a few of our pupils 
are now placed, may be ascribed to 
eur Sunday School. 

The chauge which has been observ- 


ed by many of our citizens to have 
taken place i in Our streets on the Loid’s 
day, is also another of the good fiuits 
of Sabbath Schoois. Instead of asso- 
ciating with the worst and most cor- 
rupting society, our poor children are 
now in the house of God, learning ta 
read his word, and to reverence his 
hame. 

There is something in the very ap- 

earance and employment of a Sab- 
oe School, tha commends itseif to 
a benevolent and pious heart. Seve- 
ral strangers who have visited ours 
School, have gone away with a fixed 
determination to enguge in the saine 
good work; and one youug lady, more 
thar 100 miles to the west of this, has 
actually opened a Sabbath School i 
the village where she resides. 

In that portion ef our church which 
lies in Faimonth, a Sunday School has 
been in operation about twelve montis. 
Tt is conducted with great spirit and 
promises to be very useful. The be- 
nevolent exertions of the members in 
that detached section of ocr church, 
in training up youth around them in 
the way in which they should go, hes 
given additional strength to that bond 
of christian affection which binds us 
together. 

We are highly gratified in reporting 
the exertions of a few young gentle- 
men who have lately opened an even- 
ing Sabbath School in a very destitute 
place, adjacent to this town. Their 
prospects of usefulness to thirty or tor- 
ty poor children already collected to- 
gether, must afford to themselves,and 
all the friends of humanity, the purest 
pleasure. 

Our Baptist brethren instituted a 
Sunday School on the third Sabbath 
of October, which is now in successful 
operation, and promises to extend its 
benefits to a very destitute, but nume- 
rous and important among of society. 
We wish them God speed in their la- 
bor of love, and pray the Kine of Zi- 
on to give them many souls for their 
reward. 

We are rejoiced to report that in 
the prosecution of this recent but no- 
bie work, for the spread of knowledge 











and divine truth among the destitute 
poor, the greatest harmony, in gene- 
ral, prevails. Sectnrian bigotry and 
prejudice are vielding to the beniga 
and cheering influence of christian be- 
nevolence. The pulse of divine love 
that animates every christian, beats 
high ta sympathetic concord with ev- 
er, kindred spirit that prays and la- 
bors for the extension of salvation to 
a ruined world. We hail, asan omen 
for good, the union which has taken 
place between the Sabbath Schools tn 
the Baptist and Presbyterian chuich- 
es. Whinie each School is to be con- 
ducted independently, their superin- 
tenderts and teachers esteem it their 
duty to declare, that itis them fixed 
purpose, unifedly and harmonious/y, to 
prosecute their great object : “ To en- 
lighten the ignorant, and extend the 
kingdom of their common Lord.”

Our ace 
quaintance with Mr. B. and some oils 
er members of the mission iamiy a- 
mong the Cherokees, inspires us with 
great coufidence that whatever can be 
done among the Indian tribes, by hu- 
mility, by patience, by wisdom, by 
disinteresiedness, by zeal, by diligence 
and perseverance, will be accomplish- 
ed. . The hand of God deserves to be 
specially and gratefully regarded in 
raisiiig up and qualifying instruments 
so well adapted to the end contempia- 
ted by this noble enterprise. 

By another letter, received in town, 
from the Cherokee Mission, the very 
pleasing intelligence is received that 
three Cherokees, one a member of the 
School, give comfortable evidence of 
piety; and that two white men are 
under veiy serious impressions:

On the Ist of January, 1818, anume- 
ber of young persons met together for 
the purpose of considering the expe- 
diency of forming a Seciety, to con- 
tribete a portion of their spending mo- 
ney to aid the missionaries in India in 
educating the pagan children of Uins 
dostau inthe principles of the Chvis- 
tian religion. The meeting was open- 
ed with prayer, to implore the Divine 
blessing upon their deliberations. A 
Statement was then made to them of 
the deplorable condition of the heath- 
en world, living without the kuow ledge 
of the true God, and of the gospel of 
his grace. ‘They were also informed, 
that, according to the calculatien of 
the Rev. Missionary, Mr. May, thirty 
dollars a year would suflice to educate 
a Hindoo youth. Having all of them 
received a religious education, and we 
trust appreciating in no small degree, 
the Christian privileges which they en- 
joy, their sympathy for the young im- 
mortals in the heathen world did not 
suffer them to hesitate in deciding on 
the propriety of throwing their mites 
into the treasury of the Lord, to aid 
in promoting so important an object. 
They accordingly agreed to associate 
under a constitution, of which the fol- 
lowing is the substance :
